r OE B.C. GOVERNMENTS order-ln-coundl on 
the dismissal of teachers advocating: the poli¬ 
cies of the Front de Liberation du Quebec or the 
violent overthrow of democratically elected gov¬ 
ernments leaves far too many questions to be 
answered. Contrary to the claims of Premier W. A.

Confessed Corrupters 


Global Conspiracy of Terrorism 


C BC TELEVISION PROGRAMS are frequently 
controversial and all-toocften offensive, and 
the same might be said for the production that 
came out of Vancouver Monday evening. It 
Introduced four admitted narcotics pedlars and 
sometime users, long-haired young men who are 
designated as “professional” undergraduates by 
those who disapprove of them. They represent 
perhaps the most despicable section of society. 

Many viewers no doubt were disgusted, and 
would be critical of the producers of such a 
disturbing sequence. That Is a first reaction. A 
second is that perhaps a jolt to the public solar 
plexus, as represented by this program, may be 
timely. It may have the effect of rousing some sort 
of revulsion, even perhaps disciplinary measures 
against such persons and practices exposed. 

These four "pushers," as they are known to 
their disreputable trade, blandly admitted their 
Illicit trafficking. One, for example, told of how he 
“turned on” the men In the logging camp where he 
was working, even getting the foreman to join the 
happy LSD and “pot" parties. 

Another recalled coercing his co-workers in an 
office to buy his poison. But he didn’t like office 
work. He went back to school. 

All of them spoke of a clientele In the same 
way as would a salesman, gratified by his success 
but not a bit surprised at It. The buyers were 
fellow students at the university, professors, young 
executives ... 

Piously each in turn denied pushing the hard 
drugs — cocaine, morphine, opium. 

Smugly each discussed his prospects. Oh, 


they’d stay at the university a few years. No 
hurry. Society is changing so fast the suitable 
niche was not yet in sight. They’d take a degree. A 
good life. 

There was no vestige of embarrassment In 
their answers, but in fact a sort of satisfaction that 
they had found an easy way to beat the system. 
There was no sign of awareness of any ruin they 
may have left behind them in other people’s lives. 
There was no evidence of any sense of 
responsibility. 

Three of them were from what they called 
“middle class families,” the fourth the son of a 
widow of means, who travelled to ease the pain of 
bereavement and created in her son what he called 
a trauma because he had to change school* so 
often. 

If the widow and the other parents were 
watching the program they would have recognized 
their sons, no doubt, although the profiles were 
kept dark to avoid identification. 

This bring* up the point as to why their 
identity should be hidden. If the CBC can find 
them, the police should be able to. Or is the 
campus off limits to the police forces? There is no 
more reason why these drones, for whose 
educational gratification the public continues to 
pay a staggering bill, should be outside the law 
than that they should be allowed to continue inside 
the university for their own profit, accomplished 
by the degradation of their fellows. 

They show a fine contempt for society. It is 
time society made some suitable response — and 
for a start, booted them off the campus. After that 
they should be a police matter.

Nixon Gambling That Americans Have Moved to Right

How the FLQ Succeeded

Montreal'* combined anti- 
terrorist squad failed dismally 
Id infiltrate the FLQ because 
it had no money in its budget 
for that purpose, according to 
tome police source* here. 

"That leek ha* been the 
major weakness In our entire 
investigation of the Crms and 
Laporte kidnappings," says a 
police official. 

“Oh we will be getting tha 
money now, but it is like 
olosing the bam door after 
the horse ha* been stolen," he 
said. 

* * * 

The squad, known as The 
Oombatters, been in 

charge of the FLQ investiga¬ 
tions. II had a pre-crisis hard 
eore of aboul 30 top men 
which has been swelled in 
over 100 ai present. Montreal 
police predominate its mem¬ 
bership, but other key men 
are from the RCMP and 
Quebec Provincial Police. 

"No wonder much of our 
Information on the FLQ Is 
*bout two yeaq out of date. 
We had almost no one work¬ 
ing from wtihin the terrorists' 
cell*," said one official. 

The squad had some mem¬ 
bers moving about the city In 
hippie-type attire with long 
hair and beads, but simply 
had no money to have special 
agent* move In completely 


with the FLQ organization. 
The same lack of funds 
applied to paying Informers. 

With British diplomat 
James Cross missing for 
nearly a month and the 
kidnapper-murderers of Que¬ 
bec labor minister Pierre 
laporte still loose, police 
frustration has caused a 
marked drop in morale. 

* * * 

Police have been handi¬ 
capped also by the many 
ways in which men wanted in 
the cases would " disguise 
themselves. The Montreal 
area has thousands of long¬ 
haired, bearded young men 
who are constantly moving 
about the city. With wigs, 
false moustache* and beards, 
a fugitive could have a 
different appearance every 
day. 

Two of the six men sought 
in the case, Paul Rose, 27, 
and Marc Carbonneau, 37. are 
known by police to have 
altered their appearance since 
the Investigations began, 

Rose, who usually wore his 
hair long with a scraggly 
beard and moustache, ha* 
reportedly been seen since the 
kjdnapping* with his hair 
cropped short and his face 
clean-ahaven. 

Carbonneau has been re¬ 
ported to have shoulder-length 
hair with a wig helping to 
cover his balding head. 


Anotlier probelm has been 
the fear of many citizens that 
revenge may be taken on 
them or their families by the 
FLQ if they report auspicious 
happenings that lead to 
arrests. 

"This fear paychosia is not 
s new thing around here. It 
has existed for some time in 
regards to other crimes. It's 
the old story of not wanting to 
gel involved,” said the offi¬ 
cial. 

The fear factor was be¬ 
lieved to be the key reason 
why neighbors on the St. 
Hubert Si. where Laporte was 
held and killed did not report 
the matter earlier. 

* * * 

One of the most discour- 
sging notes is that more than 
two wpeka have gone by since 
any authentic communique 
has been received from the 
FiyQ Liberation Ceil holding 
Cross Suspicions have grown 
that the British diplomat was 
murdered sonn after a note 
was received from him Oct 
18 saying he was well and 
would be »afe as long aa there 
was no attempt to find the 
hideout and storm it. 

“We fear that was Just a 
cover to give the kidnappers 
a few days headstart on 
making a getaway. They 
wanted the police to continue 
their investigations with cau¬ 
tion. " said the police official. 


The thousands of soldiers 
guarding government build¬ 
ings and vital utilities have 
helped take some of the 
strain off police. However, th# 
investigation has been suffer¬ 
ing front a lack of trained 
investigators with a knowl¬ 
edge of FLQ operations. 

During many of the poltc* 
raids, piles of FLQ documents 
and propaganda material 
were seized. But it was 
usually just dumped on the 
garage floor at QPP head¬ 
quarters here and was never 
labelled oc properly tiled. 

In gome instances, investi¬ 
gators with a good back - 
ground in FLQ operations 
have been left out of ths 
investigations. Such persons 
as Detective Inspector Leo 
Plouffe and Division Inspector 
Jean Jacques Parizeau, both of 
the Montreal police depart¬ 
ment, were left to do their 
normal work.

"Both men were vital tn 
solving the 1964 terrorist 
bombings by the FLQ. They 
should have been brought in 
and had their brains picked," 
•aid one official. 

Instead, the Combstter* 
squad brought in helpers from 
the fraud, theft and morality 
squads "They would have 
hrought in the bicycle squad 
if they had one," said one 
official,

This is especially ao among 
dissident youths in tha West 
who consider Russia too 
bureaucratically hidebound to 
qualify any longer for the 
leadership role.

Thousands of Chinese are 
already in the two African 
countries supervising the con¬ 
struction work And Peking is 
financing the project with an 
interest-free loan of more 
than 3400 million.

This is Peking* biggest 
venture yet in the foreign-aid 
field. It should serve aa • 
warning to Russia as well as 
to th* West that China Intends 
to bring all its immens* 
human resources to bear on 
ensuring a place tor Itself as a 
super-power of the future.

Logging mads continue to push their ever-creeping 
tentacle* far into the wilderness areas of Vancouver Island to 
open up for loggers, and the inevitable recreational explorers 
that follow, hundred* of new and exciting road mile* every 
year. 

Recently Canadian Forest Products and Tahsia Company 
pushed through their north Island roads from Nimpkish Lake, 
along Mukwilla Lake and Wolfe Lake, to reach out and connect 
ZcbeUoa by road with the rest of Vancouver Island. It is still a 
pretty rough road, but it can be driven and open* up a brand 
new area of Vancouver Island. 

It appears the provincial highways department may aoon go 
ahead with its long-awaited route to the top of the Island from 
Kelsey Bay. and It appears an Inland route rjjay be the choice. 

Actually logging roads already almost connect Beaver Cove 
and Port Hardy with Kelsey Bay, 

The Upper Adam River Road of MacMillan Bleed el from 
Sayward almost connect* with Canadian Foreit Product* 
logging roads at Schoen Lake . .. and from Schoen Lake there 
already I* a road to the Nerth Island. 

Theie logging roads are being extended so rapidly that it Is 
almost Impossible to keep up with them. Even company maps 
are outdated even as they are published. 

* * * 

This month we travelled on 58 miles of backwoods roads 
from Sayward into Adam and Eve River country arid along the 
Newcastle Ridge, many of them still unmapped. 

This is hig deer country, elk country, and fishing country 

. tor steelhead and searun cutthroat as well as native 
cutthroat In the lakes. 

As all major logging roads, the*e roads are open for 
recreational travel on weekends and during non-operational and 
non-hazardou* periods. 

With John Ebert as companion, we took off from Campbell 
River and travelled to the White River Court at Sayward, 
where a short road leads to the MacMillan Bloedel Kelsey Bay 
main-line road. 

At the main line, s left turn take* you along the Salmon 
River to familiar steelheading pools as far as the Mile 13 and 
Memekay River pools. Then you follow the Salmon River 
Canyon omintry and can eventually push through to Brewster 
and other Sayward Forest Lakes and on to Campbell River. 

Thai was familiar territory, and not our trip that day. 

We turned right on the Adam River Road. A short distance 
slung .two roads on the left lead up both sides of the White 
River, where steelheadera sometimes find their quarry. 

Eight miles along Is a left turn on to the Upper Adam 
River Road, which some day may connect with Schoen Lake. 

We kept straight ahead. About 16 miles along there is a 
well-marked left turn which leads to Rooney Lake and the Eve 
River Camp as well as steelheading and trout waters. We came 
hack to that, but first we carried on straight ahead lor 
S mtheast Bay. another eight miles, and s log dump where it 
would be po*sible to put a car-topper over the bank. But It Is s 
highly treacherous part of Johnstone Strait and no place for a 
small boat. 

We explored some new logging roads, and then returned ta 
the Rooney Lake junction. Less than a tenth of a mile down 
this road crosses the Adam Hiker, but again ateelheadlng it 
downstream. I .eft for Rooney Dike. right far six mUe* to the 
Eve River bridge. From here you can walk downstream about 
a quarter of a mile to Junction pool, where Adam and Eve 
meet, the hot steelheading pool which you used to have to 
hushwack to reach. The road continues another three or four 
miles through the camp to the river mouth, where there is fine 
estuary fishing for searun cutthroats. 

We returned by the Newcastle Ridge Road, from which 
there are some fine views high above Kelsey Bay and the 
Salmon River estuary.

A spokesman for B.C.'a 
p rtvate hospital operators 
aaid Tuesday that the provin¬ 
cial govefnment is neutraliz¬ 
ing, and possibly withdrawing, 
two restrictive cabinet orders 
that would liave applied to 
them. 

R. J. Shepherd erf Van¬ 
couver, president of the B.C. 
Association of Private Hospi¬ 
tals, said the government has 
declined to officially advise 
private hospital operators of 
toe order requiring them to 
have one-third of their 
patients welfare recipients. 

Operators say toe order in 
effect expropriates one-third 
of, the bed* in private hospi¬ 
tals without compensation and 
as a result, in unenforceable. 

It was learned Tuesday that 
B.C. Hospital Insurance Ser¬ 
vice, the agency that patrols 
tii* care provided in private 
and publicly-owned hospitals, 
has not prosecuted any pri¬ 
vate hospital for non-corapli- 
ancs. 

Another cabinet order, also 
adopted a month ago, forbade 
private hospitals to attempt 
to collect more than $9.25 a 
day for to* welfare patients 
in their care. 


The hospital* have been 
billing local welfare depart¬ 
ments an average of $12 a 
day for welfare patients, the 
same rate they get from 
private-paying patients. 

BCHIS also has not prose¬ 
cuted any private hospital* 
for not conforming to that 
order. 

Among ths hospitals on the 
front lines in the dispute are 
those in Victoria, which have 
continued to bill municipal 
welfare departments at the 
standard rates. Welfare de¬ 
partment* pass chi most trf 
the bill to to* provincial 
government. 

However, tha hospitals hava 
never collected the difference 
they have claimed and they 
are awaiting a decision of tha 
B.C. Appeal Court on a trial 
over a dispute between the 
municipality of Surrey and a 
private hospital there.

She has good reason to be upeet, 
poor girl, for I just haven’t got the 
moral stamina to walk past a bulb 
display in the atom without buying 
something. There Is « certain fascina¬ 
tion about theae little brown capaules of 
beauty, particularly when you grow 
them Indoors where you can watch 
every stage In their development, and 
this I cannot resist. Already every 
auitable container in our house has been 
planted up with bulbs, up to and 
including the porridge bowls! 


least 3 Inchei deep, and ideally It should 
have rather steep sides, for with 
shallow-sloping aldaa the outer bulbs In 
the bawl don’t have enough depth under 
them. Buy enough Paper Write nar¬ 
cissus bulbs to fill it. Place clean, 
washed pebbles in the bowl to s depth 
of two Inches, then sit your bulbs on 
these, crowding them In close togetiier 
without actually touching one another, 
then add another Inch of pebbles to hold 
them upright. Add ordnary tap water to 
ths bowl until it is Just barely touching 
the bases of the bulbs. 


bloom. By the same token, too much 
water in the bowl can drown tha bulbs. 

Tha bowl of bulbs oan stay on the 
dining table or anywhere in the room 
until the topgrowth Is up about an Inch 
out of the bulbs; at this stage the plants 
will need more light than they would 
get In the middle of the room — a 
sunny but cool window la ideal. As with 
moat house plants in windows, the bowl 
must be rotated a half-turn every day 
to deep the plants from leaning toward 
the light. 

While direct sunshine is needed to 
bring out the flowers, once blooming 
commences the flowers will last longer 
if grown OUT of lha sun. It Is a good 
idea, therefore, to move the bowl of 
sweetly scented flowers beck to its old 
spot on the dinner table, or to a ooffee 
table in the living room where the 
whole family can enjoy their fragile 
beauty and delicate fragrsnce- 

Whlle this pebble culture of the 
Paper White narcissus is very easy and 
almost foolproof, I should warn you thst 
It Is s go-for-broke proposition; the 
hulbs when grown in water are good for 
only the one season and should be 
discarded after flowering. Incidentally, 
the golden narcissus Grind Solell d’Or 
can be grown in exactly the same way 
as its cousin, the Paper White. 


some garden books recommend that 
the bowl of bulbs be kept in a cool fruit 
cupboard until Ihe roots have formed, 
but in my experience the Paper Whites 
will do almost as well at ordinary room 
temperatures. At our house, we like to 
set the bowl on the dinner table where 
it makes something of a conversation 
piece as we watch the bulbs through 
their various stages of growth. 

At room temperature, evaporation 
will be fairly rapid and you'll probably 
have to add a little water every second 
day to maintain the level at the base of 
the bulbs. This Is a bit critical, for If 
the emerging roots are allowed to dry 
out completely, your bulbs may not 


Most of the bulbs commonly sold at 
this time of the year can be potted up 
and grown in the house if you don't try 
to push them ahead too fast, but the 
easiest of the lot is the Paper White 
narcissus. The reason why this one 
poses so few problems is because it 
doesn't require prolonged storage in 
cold darkness like most other bulbs: 
moreover, you don't even need any dirt 
to plant them in — thay wiH grow 
beautifully In a bowl of pebbles and 
water.

There's a good chance that 
salmon seeking to spawn in 
the Goldstream River will be 
saved, Victoria Mayor Court¬ 
ney Haddock said Tuesday. 

Measures which will enable 
the salmon to reach their 
spawning grounds are to be 
determined at a meeting next 
Wedneaday of repreaentativea 
of the Greater Victoria Water 
Board, B -C. Conservation 
Minister Ken Kiernan and 
federal fisheries board biolo¬ 
gists. 

* * * 

"I am confident that we’ll 
come up with an answer. We 
have been told by the experts 
that we may be able to save 
the fish without losing all our 
water,’’ the mayor told tfts 
Colonist. 

"We’ll probably release just 
enough water during the 
critical days to enable the 
salmon to get upstream. I 
don’t think we have to dump 
five million gallons a day into 
the stream from our reaer- 
voira," he laid. 


Haddock repeated an 
earlier statement that, in hit 
opinion, people come before 
fish. 

* * * 

"The emotional statements 
made by all sorts of pressure 
groups right now don’t ready 
help one bit to solve the 
problem. I promised before I 
would do all 1 can to save the 
salmon, and I’ll keep that 
promise,” he said. 

The problem arose last 
week when Ronald Upward, 
commissioner of the water 
board, said It would be 
impossible to release water 
from the reservoirs to swell 
Goldstream River.

To 
release five million gallons 
of water a day to help the 
salmon reach their spawning 
grounds might result In an 
acule water shortage next 
year, he said.

Who Owns Land? 


NANAIMO - What started 
cut as a simple proposal to 
build a marina at the mouth 
of the Millstone River in 
Nanaimo has turned into a 
complicated legal hassle. 

A meeting was held Monday 
evening at Credit Union Hall 
between the advisory planning 
commission, Nanaimo city 
council, Nanaimo Harbor 
Commission and Clamshell 
Marina Ltd. officers. 

Originally it was to be a 
private meeting. Then the 
press was invited. Last week 
a decision was made that the 
public should be allowed to 
attend as ahservers and not 
participants in the discus¬ 
sions. 

* * * 

More than 10U people 
attended the meeting which 
turned out to be a discussion 
with the various bodies’ law¬ 
yers over who has jurisdiction 
over what. 

The marina proposal was 
first announced last June by 
Mladen Zorkin's real estate 
company which had sold 
Clamshell a small piece of the 
property involved. If It ever 
gets off the ground tt will 
involve the construction of 
floats which would accommo¬ 
date about 500 boats and a 
parking area. 

Planning commission chair¬ 
man Glno Sedola said there 
was a misunderstanding on 
the part of the public on what 
was to be talked about. 


“It was not our intention to 
debate the merits of the plan 
or come to any conclusions." 
he said. 

Sedola said the commission 
was Interested in having 
questions answered about 
Jurisdiction and the moving of 
the harbour headline. 

Port manager John Dun¬ 
ham said the commission 
came prepared to talk about 
the marina, floats, sewers, 
facilities and was not pre¬ 
pared for all the other 
matters discussed. 


The major stumbling block 
encountered is that doubt was 
expressed if the city owns the 
upland area from Newcastle 
Avenue to high water mark. 

The owner of this land can 
approve the lease or take It 
over himself, or herself if it is 
the crown. 

Dunham said, “we had 
presumed that the city were 
the upland owners.
